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Wednesday, the Student Senate passed a 
resolution requesting the Faculty Senate 
to delay their decision regarding a 
recommendation from the Student 
Affairs Committee to ban beauty contests 
from the campus, until a student 
plebiscite could be held. 

The meeting saw some lively debate 
both about the issue of Homecoming as 
well as the manner in which the whole 
affair has been covered by the Hornet. 

It was charged that the Hornet has 
presented biased coverage of the issue, 
detrimental to the sanctity of 
homecoming. Therefore, to appease those 
dissatisfied souls, as well as to let others 
who could not attend the meeting on 
Wednesday know exactly what happened, 
the Hornet reproduces a transcript of that 
meeting as it was recorded. 

Everything reprinted is a direct quote; 
the only editing done was in deleting 
statements that were too faint or garbled 
to be accurately transcribed. 

The meeting began with Bill Woods, 
former president of the Interfraternity 
Council, reading a statement by the IFC. 


The members of IFC wish to protest to 
the Student Senate an unconstitutional 
and illegal attempt to infringe upon our 
privileges as a duly recognized 
organization of the ASSSC_ To wit: the 
resolution submitted by the Women’s 
Caucus to the Student Affairs Committee 
which would forbid any organization on 
campus to hold a “beauty contest.” This 
resolution was passed by the Student 
Affairs Committee and will be submitted 
to the Academic Senate to be acted upon. 

We wish to point out at this time the 
following violations of our rights if this 
resolution is acted upon: 


1) Article 2-Section 2: Part A of 
the ASSSC Constitution: The right 
to vote at elections according to 
law 
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“We have noticed, again and 
again, the extreme 
importance to the developing 
infant of being abie to initiate 
physical contact with the 
mother as soon as it’s anxious 
or frightened.” 








270-Part If: The 
right of ASSSC-recognized 
organizations or ASSSC members 
to use ASSSC-owned or controlled 
facilities or equipment 

3) Statute No. 4)8-Section 1 Part 
A: Concerning organization 
publicity. “Officially recognized 
student organizations may publicize 
all organizational activities. This 
Statute was signed by Scott Burns 
June i, 1970. 

4) Statute No. 419: Freedom of 
expression. All ASSSC members 
and ASSSC-recognized 
Organizations shall be free to 
discuss and consider topics of 
concern or interest as they desire. 
They shall also be free to express 
stands and opinions, to invite 
speakers, and to support such 
causes and undertakings as they 
may desire, except in cases which 
are unlawful, or violate ASSSC 
Statutes, or Constitution, or 
California State College Policy 


2) Statute No. 
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Beauty contests are certainly not 
unlawful, not do they violate the 
Constitution, any Stature, or California 
State College policy. In effect, the 
Women’s Caucus resolution would be 
impressing a double standard of values 
upon the students of SSC by forbidding 
an activity from taking place on campus 
which is lega! in both the community and 
the State of California. 

This is clearly an example of a radical 
minority group whom, in their 
revolutionary zeal, have decided 
that they know what is best for all of us. 
And, with the righteous conviction which 
they no-doubt have, are ignoring 
constitutional procedures and attempting 
to lead our lives for us. For which we are 
deeply unappreciative, to say the least. 

The methods which the Women’s 
Caucus are using to pass this resolution is 
an abrogation of student power by right 
of vote—students, most of whom are 
allowed to vote in National, State, and 
local elections. It also represents an 
attempt to bypass the legislative 


Primate chauvinists

As her husband, Baron Hugo Van 
Lawick, sat quietly at the end of the long 
conference table, Dr. Jane Van Lawick 
Goodall explained to the gathered 
newsmen at a Tuesday press conference 


that male dominated societies were 
indeed the case among the lower 
primates. 


Affirming that she is occasionally placed 
in a position of authority on women’s 
liberation by women’s groups and the 
like, Dr. Goodall smiled, “1 don’t happily 
sit there.” She was, however, placed in 
just that position by Max Norris, a staff 
writer for the Sacramento Bee. 

In Norris’ article in Tuesday's Bee which 
was headed “Female Liberatio:? Jane 
Goodall Says Not Among Primates, “ost 
Human Societies,’ Norris said that Dr. 
Goodall “will not say the Women’s 
Liberation Movement is doomed~ but she 
does say it runs contrary to the rule 
among primates.’ 

Dr. Goodall neither said or refused to 
say that the Women’: Liberation 
movement is “doomed.” Indeed she 
would have probably not mentioned ‘he 
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authority of the Student Senate, which is 
granted to you in Article [V-Section VI 
of the ASSSC Constitution., by 
establishing a de facto statute binding on 
all of the students at SSC. 

We further submit that any resolution 
adopted by the Student Affairs 
Committee of the Academic Senate 
stating that the college will neither 
endorse nor use ASSSC funds in support 
of a beauty contest is illegai. Student 
body funds are contributed to by all of 
the students on campus and should be 
used as such. The academic senate 
ethically has no right to dictate how our 
money should be spent, if the 
expenditures are lawful. It is the fiscal 
affairs committee which should 
determine tlus on an annual basis, and as 
student needs and availability of funds 
dictate. While we do not protest this 
year’s decision by the fiscal affairs 
committee to not provide funds for a 
beauty contest, we emphatically protest 
any resolution which would forbid any 
future considerations in the fiscal affairs 
committee of how our funds should be 
spent, thereby effectively preventing 
students from having any role in the 
decision-making process .of how funds we 
have contributed to should be spent. 

There are procedures available for the 
women’s caucus to follow to enact any 
measure they may desire, which are 
outlined in article [V-Section VI of the 
ASSSC constitution. Stated simply, they 
merely have to present a petition signed 
by ten percent of the voting members of 
the ASSSC to the President of the ASSSC 
and it must be submitted to a vote of the 
members of the student body. If adopted 
by two-thirds of those voting in the 
election it will be enacted 

The members of the Student Senate and 
the Student Body President have an 
elective responsibility to uphoid the 
constitutiona! privileges of the student

movement at all if Norris or someone else 
had not brought it up, “...The Women’s 

Liberation movement is contrary to the 
rule of primate society. Since you're the 
world’s foremost authority on primate 
society,” he beamed, “what do you think 
of this?” 

Dr. Goodall’s answer was short and 
precise, “‘Iit’s certainly true that right 
through the lower primates, they live in 
male dominated societies. The females 
have a hierarchy of their own with a 
top-ranking female, but in principle all 
females are submissive to adult males.” 

Norris was quick to ask, “Do you think 
this same thing instinctively is 
programmed into the human system, or 
not?” In Norris’ article Dr. Goodall 
responds, ‘“‘I wouldn't like to say 
anything is intrinsically programmed into 
a human being.” But, Norris explains, 
“she added it is definitely true all other 
primate societies are male dominant. She 
also observed that most human societies 
are dominated by males.” 

She actually said, “I wouldn’t like to say 
anything was instinctively programmed of 
that kind. I would, however, agree that in 
most human societies in most cultures 
you find the same pattern.” 

in both these cases Norries either used 
his own words, or his words as they were 
repeated by Dr. Goodall as the basis for 
his story. Later in the conference, Norris 
asked Dr. Goodall if a chimp had ever 
made sexual advances to her. Dr. Goodall

Concerning William Shockley 


Monday, November 22, Dr. William Shockley is 
coming to SSC. For those not familiar with the 
name, Shockley was among the large group of 
scientists working at Bell Telephone Laboratories 
who in 1948 developed the transistor. In 1954, 
Shockley and two of his colleagues were awarded 
the Nobel Prize for their work. 

Not content with these honors, Shockley has of 
late taken to the field of genetics. In a 1965 
interview printed in U.S. News and World Reports, 
entitled “Is the Quality of the U.S. Population 
Declining?”, Shockley answers in the affirmative. 
Shockley fears that “improvident, irresponsible 
people” (1cad welfare recipients) aze outbreeding 
people of “higher ability.” It is Shockley’s 
contention (not a new one) that heredity is all 
important in determining a person’s intelligence 
and social acceptability. 

While Shockley is a recognized physicist, he has 
absolutely no credentials in the new and largely 
uncharted field of genetics. In fact, his statements 
on race and heredity have no more credibility than 
Shockley himself gives the “improvident people” 
he advocates sterilizing. Shockley’s only claim to 
the disproportionate space various news magazines 
have given his fascist ideas, is his standing as 
Nobel Prize winner in physics. 


Nor is Shockley particularly original. Contempt 
for the common people historically goes 
hand-in-hand with oppressive governmentai 
systems. Under feudalism it was the church that 
endorsed the “divine right of kings” to govern the 
“improvident” serf class. In Nazi Germany, Albert 
Rosenberg provided the intellectual justification 
for German capital’s anti-democratic plans with his 
expostulations on Nietzsche’s “superman.” And 
now we have pseudo“ geneticist Shockley’s fascost 
utterances about the “frightening possibility that 

sur humanitarian relief programs may be exerting 
a negative influence.” In each case, these ideas 
were sponsored and endorsed by the ruling class to 
justify humun bondage. Truth is not what they 
seek but rather justification for their privilieged 
position. 

Shockley’s latest contention is that there are 
racial differences in intelligence. His findings are 
based on the U.S. Army’s preinduction mental 
tests. These tests were never designed to measure 
intelligence. Rather, they were designed to prove 
racial inferiority by being designed for an urban 
middle and upper income group. 

As we said earlier, Shockley’s ideas are not new 
or original. Advocates of the status quo (i.e. those 
who profit off the system, be it feudz! lords or 


slum lords, kings or capitalists) always advocate 
mystical, racial, sexual or in this case 
pseudo-scientific causes to avoid calling the 
economic basis of the society into question. Much 
better to say the poor are poor because they are 
genetically inferior than to discuss economic 
depression, unemployment, cducational 
opportunity, etc. 

Shockley’s fascist philosophy is further valuable 
to the status quo because it keeps people whose 
best interests it would be to change the system, 
fighting among themselves. Racism, sexism and 
elitism all serve the capitalist class well, the result 
being “divide and rule” rather than “unite and 
fight.”” For ultimately the question of fascism is a 
class question. Shockley does not discriminate 
according to race, creed, color or sex when it 
comes to the “improvident.” He discriminates 
against a class—the working class, into which we as 
students will be thrust someday. 

There are always a few crack-pots like Shockley 
around. Whether or not they are published and 
their ideas circulated depends on those few rich 
individuals who own and control the media. With 
an inflationary economy resulting in widespread 
labor militancy, the capitalist class he has decided 
the American public is in need of a strong dose of 
racist/fascist propaganda. The purpose is to keep 
working people fighting among themselves instead 
of fighting for higher wages, better working 
conditions or politica! demands. 

Exposed for what he is, Shockley’s ravings will 
receive no more attention than any other fool.

Battling bureaucracy

The individuals willing tc 
grapple with the “law and 
order” of bureaucracies have to 
have a unique tolerance for 
frustration. The movement to 
institute a Child Care Center on 
Sac State campus is a continuing 
study in bureaucracy-battling 
and an illustration of the divisive 
consequences that they 
precipitate. 

There is little disagreement 
about the need for facilities that 
provide day care services for 
iow-income men and women 
students. However, whether 
instituting a pilot program with 
a $50.00 per child fee is the best 
means to thai end, is in dispute. 
Though the regulations speak 
of rewards to come, such as 
novernment funding, they 
apparently require that the 
facilities provide a service to the 
snstitution as well as to the 
student. Centers on other 
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campuses have been opened on a 
co-op basis, which allows them 
the freedom to accept children 
for short hours and care for 
groups whose make-up may 
change hourly and of course do 
not cost the parent $50.00 a 
month. The disadvantage is that 
this method of operating is con- 
trary to the Chancellor’s desire 
for a dual purpose facility 
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and it has less chance of 
obtaining government funding. 
because of the absence of 
matching funds. The lack of 
financial assistance often 
prohibits expansion of the 
facilities. 

According to one member of 
the campus executive board, the 
present structure was necessary 
in order to eventually provide 
free or sliding scale care to 
welfare and low-income parents. 
But JoAnn Cowan, anothe: 
member of the board, would like 
to see the co-op principle 
integrated into the present fee 
system now, which seems a 
reasonable demand. But 
bureaucracies have a life-style 
alien to immediacy and 
individuals who agree on goals 
find themselves setting aside the 
goals in order to concentrate on 
tactics. 

Ms. Cowan initiated a proposal 
to apply for government subsidy 
of the Center under the State’s

On class size,

“Some faculty do not feel 
they should increase their class 
size, and in effect they want to 
adopt a policy of 
non-cooperation with the cuts in 
California’s education budget,” 
commented acting Dean of Arts 
and Sciences, Dr. John C. 
Livingston. They suggest, he 
explains that going along with 
those cuts only encourage more 
cuts, less library space and fewer 
faculty positions. 


70 per class? 
Professors according to 
Livingston, already spend 50 


hours, and more, per week 
working, He added that with 
class sizes doubled. professors 
worry about their professional 
ability with 70 people per class, 
are profs doing the job as well as 
they ought? 

“ft don’t think there is any 
doubt but the quality of student 
education has gone down,” 
Livingston said, adding: ‘‘This is 
reflected in the ability of faculty 
to critidwe students’ written 
work. 

“For a professor with 200 
students in his class, it is 
impossible to do an adequate 
job-the job we used to do 
evaluating students’ papers. | am 
surprised,” he said, “there hasn’t 
been a student reaction to this. 
But I have a hunch they were so 
glad to get into the program, 
after the registration process, 
they were in no mood to 
complain.” 


10,000 seudents 
Livingston said that his job 
has been a “matter of crises 
management So far, our 
problem has been one of trying 
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to get 1,000 new students 
enrolled with 50 fewer faculty 
positions.” The Schoo! of Arts 
and Sciences has more than 
10,000 full-time students and 
480 faculty members, states 
Livingston 


Weapon discharge 
explained 


At approximately 12:40 p.m. 
on Thursday there was an 
unfortunate accident in a 
psychology class where a 
weapon carried by a 
non-uniformed police officer 
who is a SSC student 
accidentally discharged. 
Fortuna ely, there were no 
injuries. |dowever, the incide 
provoked concern on campus 
relative to the dangers of such 
accidents involving other peace 
officers who carry weapons to 
classes on campuses. 

A check with the offices of 
Sacramento Chief of Police 
William J. Kinney and 
Sacramento County Sheriff 
Duane Lowe indicated that it is 
the policy of both departments 
that their officers are required to 
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carry weapons on and off duty. 
This places the student officer in 
a difficult position. As a student, 
he is subject to disciplinary 
action under the provisions of 
Title S$ of the California 
Administrative Code, Section 
41301 for “knowing possession 
or use of explosives, dangerous 
chemicals or deadly weapons on 
state college property or at a 
state college fiinction. . .” 

Under provisions of the Penal 
Code they are authorized to 
carry weapons at all times and 
most departmental regulations 
require that they do so, and they 
would be subject to disciplinary 
action if they didn’t. These 
conflicting jurisdictions pose a 
dilemma. 

President Bernard L. Hyink has

Citing a 
aational newspaper's study 
dealing with higher education, 
Livingstam said that California 
new ranks behind iowly 
Mississippi, which is 49, in 
“per-student support in four 
year public institutions.” 

Needs budgetary support 

The dean of arts and sciences 
said that he would like to get 
better “basic budgetary 
support” from the community. 
“*Still,” he said, “our 
fundamental need is for 
additional faculty positions.

the basic efforts of the College Union Planning 
Committee. Since the initial referendum in 1965 
when the students of Sacramento State declared that 
they wanted a College Union the Committee has been 
attempting to build a College Union Building for the 
students of Sacramento State. Finally, we have our 
goal in sight 

During my short time on the Committee I have 
been confronted by the simple question of “What is a 
College Union?” numerous times. Let me explain 
what a College Union is and does 

First, a College Union must exist to function. In 
order to have a College Union there are several facts 
one must consider. No State of California funds can 
be used for this project. It is a student thing. If the 
students desire a College Union they must accept the 
responsibility to raise the necessary funds. In our case 
this is the $8 a semester the majority of the students 
pay. Needless to say it would take an almost 
impossible amount of time to collect enough funds 
by this means to build the type and size of building 
that will fit the needs of the students of Sacramento 
State. Thus, there must be a means of acquiring 
enough funds to begin construction immediately. For 
Sacramento State this will be realized in federally 
insured revenue bonds that amount to 3.7 million 
dollars. This allows us a chance to meet inflation and 
similar problems. We have a chance to build a College 
Union building now. Of course, these bonds must be 
paid off. Thus, the $8 fee must remain. After the 
College Union is built it must be run like a business to 
support its operations and to assist in repaying the 
bonds. 


Now there is a College Union building we ca. start 
with what is the function of the College Unici:. The 
College Union is the basis of society on « college 
campus. If a student spends any time on campus at all 
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he will or should come into some facet of the College 
Union. 

The cultural programs of the college would be 
included in the College Union program. There is room 
in the College Union building for these speakers to 
meet the students on a more personal level and in a 
more relaxed atmosphere. The Union could be a place 
where night classes could sometimes meet if the 
professor wanted a more informal atmosphere. The 
Union will open nights to accomodate night students 
if they need to meet before or after class to organize 
a group project. 

The Union will be a boon to commuting students 
that have a one or two hour break between classes. 
Instead of going to the cafeteria or the library he may 
go to the Union and sit down in one of the numerous 
lounges in an easy chair and study or visit with 
friends. This gives him the alternative to sit and relax 
which in unavailable on our campus at this present 
time. Every student needs a chance to recuperate and 
coorinate his thoughts for his next learning 
experience. 

The Union wiil be available for clubs on campus to 
hold meetings. There are meeting room in the Union 
building for this purpose. For example, the 
Interfraternity Council, Black Students Union or 
Womens Caucus could hold their meetings in the 
Union. Alternative Education classes will probably be 
held in the Union. There will be space for these clubs 
to have a desk in the student activities room near the 
student government offices. This is to improve 
student awareness of student government and to 
assist the government in preparing activities on 
campus for the campus community. 

Along with the clubs in the Union will be the 
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student government offices. This will be the official 
stamping grounds of the student bocy officers of 
Sacramento State. Space for the President, Vice 
President, and Senate Chairman, the official 
representatives of the ASSSC, is provided. 

The Union should be the nerve center of the 
campus. It could be the place where an ecology 
campaign throughout the community could be 
organized and directed. It could be the basic element 
in the organizing of a survival fair or the community 
fair that is held on the Sacramento State campus. The 
Union program will present symposiums and 
convocations for all of the campus community. 

The Union provides recreation besides the 
involvement previously described. There will be 
facilities in the Union such as a TV lounge, a 
periodicals lounge, pool tables, a poster work room a 
new Alice’s and table games. Thus a person will be 
able to enjoy himself in the College Union building. 

A College Union is not static it changes with the 
people who are involved with it. [t covers the whole 
campus and has an interest in everything that happens 
on campus. If a person wants to become involved 
with things he thould become part of the Union. In 
conclusion, the interests and activities of a College 
Union are only bounded by the imagination of those 
participating. 

The physical building will not have a “classroom” 
look to it. It was designed with a “community 
center“ attitude. Although it is not on campus proper 
yet, the architects’ model appeared on the cover of 
the class schedule and is presently on display in the 
library.

People often think of a 
College Union as an unnecessary 
college structure designed for 
casual use. Actually, it’s much 
more than that: 

(1) it is a place where all 
campus clubs and organizations

Women across the 
country are calling for the repeal 
of all laws placing any kind of 
limitation on abortions; laws 
they say that lend themselves to 
the backstreet abortion mill, and 
the $300 visits to Mexico. This 
kind of inhumanity towards 
women must come to an end 
they claim, it infringes upon the 
rights and humanity of all 
women in this society.

Next, I guess I should say how I pian to “save” this 
Committee and “liberate” it from the political 
thicket for the good of all.

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body. Accordingly, we are resrectfully 
requesting that unanimous appivval of a 
letter from the Student Senate citing our 
aforementioned objections be sent to: the 
Student Affairs Committee; President 
Hyink; the Academic Senate; and the 
Women’s Caucus Organization. 

At this time, we are also presenting a 
separate, equally important request to the 
Student Senate regarding the removal 
from an appointive office of the editor of 
the State Hornet. We feel that the 
editorial management of the student 
newspaper has been grossly negligent and 
unsatisfactory this year, and cite Scott 
Burn’s political activism as the cause. 
While we value the freedom of any person 
to engage in political activities, we do not 
feel that the editor of our newspaper 
should use his office to perpetuate his 
own philosophies to the detriment of his 
obligation as editor to put out a decent 
newspaper. By the State Hornet’s own 
admission in Wednesday's paper, it is a 
feeling that Scott’s pursuit of his own 
personal political goals has led to his 
spending more of his time and energy in 
devotion to this than in time spent 
towards putting out a good newspaper. A 
person as deeply involved as Scott is, 
cannot do two jobs well at the same time. 
Knowing that he is too committed to 
abandon his political pursuits, and at the 
same time not wanting him to give them 
up as that is hiv right, we are requesting 
that he be removed from his position as 
editor of the State Hornet and replaced 
by someone committed to putting out a 
good newspaper. 

This can be done simply by using the 
same procedures which appointed him to 
his position if the first place, which are 
outlined in Article [V-Section 5 & 7, of 
the ASSSC Constitution, which requires 
only a 2/3 vote of those Senate members 
present and the Students President's 
approval, or a 2/3 vote of the Senate to 
override his disapproval. We owe it to 
ourselves to have a good newspaper, and 
having presented this request to you, 
leave the final responsibility of whether 
or not we shall have one in your hands.

John Dutro, chairman of the student 
senate; 


Dutro read Article V of the ASSSC 
constitution: The Judicial Authority of 
the ASSSC shall be vested in a Board of 
Justice as a court of original jurisdiction, 
and in a Board of Judicial Appeal. 

The Board of Justice shall have original 
jurisdiction in all cases involving 
questions of disagreements as to 
constitutionality, legality, jurisdiction, or 
in questions of nonperformance of 
constitutional or statutory mandate, 
except in cases involving impeachment of 
an official of the ASSSC. 


So, dealing with this thing today, 
regarding homecoming, the Student 
Senate can act as a body in voting for 
approval or disapproval of your letter, 
however the case might be, but they 
cannot take any direct authority on it 
because the judicial authority already 
supercedes this. So that if you have a 
complaint you want to deal with to 
reverse this decision you'll have to take it 
to the Board of Justice. 


SCOTT BURNS 


Scott Burns, editor of the Hornet; First 
of all even the Board of Justice has no 
jurisdiction in this case. The reason for 
that is; Bill has elicited very well all the 
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ASSSC statutes that this might violate 
however it is also state law that all of 
these statutes are subservient to the 
policies and laws of the college and of the 
state. He mentioned that right now 
Homecoming violates no law or policy of 
the California State Colleges, yet that is 
exactly the policy which is trying to be 
implemented at the present time. The 
only jurisdiction this Student Senate 
would have would be to listen to the 
arguments and send an advisory opinion 
to the Faculty Senate. 

Regarding the removal of the editor; this 
senate also has, at the present no 
jurisdiction. There are procedures 
outlined that do cover the process for 
removal of an editor and there are some 
preliminaries which must be taken care of 
before it can come to the Senate. So I 
won't even bother to discuss that. I might 
comment, regarding the charge of 
irresponsible journalism; as far as | am 
concerned and the Hornet is concerned I 
think that we have been upholding the 
finest standards of journalism. Exactly 
the same fine standards that have 
evidenced by the Sacramento Union and 
the Sacramento Bee. 


DUTRO 


John Dutro: in regards to this second 
point, I think, it would be best if we held 
off on the discus. on of the editor of the 
Hornet, considering the business we have 
to deal with today, the issue at hand 
dealing with Homecoming. 


JOHN ROBERTS 


John Roberts: member of the Board of 
Publications, Indeed Mr. Chairmany Mr. 
Woods seems to be very very upset at the 
kind of coverage for obvious political 
reasons. Now Mr. Woods is upset with the 
kind of coverage that has been put forth 
by the State Hornet in this whole matter. 
Why indeed hasn’t Mr. Woods not come 
to the particular body which is involved 
in that matter, which is the Board of 
Publications. Why indeed are complaints 
about the State Hornet not directed 
towards the governing body of the 
campus newspaper? Why indeed does Mr. 
Woods find it necessary to bring this up 
basically out of the blue. No one had any 
basic inclination that this particular 
matter about the editorship of the State 
Hornet would be brought into the 
resolution dealing with a specific problem 
that was to brought to this particular 
meeting. 

But you indeed have a second portion to 
this which is highly political in that the 
implications are that there is some 
prejudicial coverage on the part of the 
Hornet. Indeed this was not ever 
discussed prior to this, there was no kn 
owledge of this on the part of the B.O.P. 
which is in charge of the State Hornet. ': 
did you find it advantageous to politically 
at this time to bring it up, to make a 
charge against Scott Burns as editor. 
pecause it is advantageous to you 
politically for your political position. Not 
because it is going to improve the quality 
of the State Hornet. Your concern is not 
for the State Hornet. Your concern is for 
your politica] position.

Burns: 4.gain regarding the Homecoming 
issue, Bill remarked about the procedure 
the Women’s Caucus and other opponents 
of Homecoming were using. He spoke of 
a minority dictating to a majority. That 
alone I think could come under dispute. 
One of the things I'd like to remark about 
the procedure is that he gave the 
impression that this was all very 
undemocratic. The impression I’ve gotten 
of the whole situation was that students, 
both men and women who were 
concerned about this issue, came to a 
governing body of the Faculty Senate, 
which was the proper body, presented 
their proposal and their proposal and 
their reasons for wanting it. The people in 


favor of homecoming gave their ideas on 
the subject, and then this governing body 
made a decision based upon that evidence 
and will forward that to the faculty 
senate. To me I can't think of any finer 
example of democracy in its finest form. 
If | were those who were concerned 
about homecoming, my idea would be, 
instead of wasting time here, pretending 
to be miniature Spiro Agnews, | would 
address myself to perhaps finding some 
logical statement that might persuade 
someone on the faculty senate instead of 
just persuading each other. 


ED VOROUS 


Ed Vorous, student senator: Was the 
faculty senate the right body though, to 
decide whether or not we have 
homecoming? 


BURNS 


Burns: Yes it was. That’s one thing | 
might as well clarify. As I mentioned at 
last Friday’s meeting and I'll mention 
again, the people who want Homecoming 
seem to keep neglecting that this policy 
that was passed does not relate 
specifically to Homecoming. If it did, 
then it might be a matter for the student 
courts. It would be a college policy to 
ban all beauty contests whether its on 
campus or off campus. It would be a 
legitimate campus policy and the only 
place that kind of a decision could be 
made would be the Faculty Senate. If it 
was just related to the issue of 
homecoming itself, then perhaps the 
Student senate would have some 
jurisdiction. But that is not what the 
proposed ban would include; it is one of 
many contests that trek onto this campus 
each year

Woods: Mr. Scott seems to have a 
facility for claritying points that go along 
with his side of the argument. I would 
like to point out that the cogent facts 
which he seems to think we have been 
lacking are four articles in the 
constitution and the fact that we're 
discussing what we are discussing what we 
are discussing is not Homecoming, it is all 
beauty contests and the right of people to 
have them if they wish. And it is also 
concerning student participation in 
Homecoming or beauty contests or any 
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form of activity which is lawful. What we 
are stating is that the academic Senate has 
no jurisdiction deciding values for us as 
students. We think this is a matter that 
students ought to decide among 
themselves. This is a question of student 
power and its not administrative fiat over 
our activities.

Burns: Which 
speaking of? 


constitution are you

Woods: The ASSSC constitution. 


BURNS 


Burns: That is what I just said ten 
minutes ago if he had been listening. The 
ASSSC constitution is subservient to the 
policies of the college which is what the 
faculty senate determines. Its subservient 
to those policies, its subservient to the 
policies of the trustees of the State of 
California and of the U.S. government. 
The ASSSC constitution is always a very 
minor point indeed. If the Faculty senate 
wished to change a policy about a certain 
matter then if the ASSSC statute or 
constitution is not in accord with that 
new policy then that statute is null 
and void. Its the same policy decision 
that is made for example, for enforcing 
campus cluds to write into their 
constitutions that they will not 
discriminate on the basis of race. If Bill’s 
argument was carried to its logical 
extension, that they have no right to do 
this; it would be perfectly acceptable to 
set up a chapter of the Ku Klux Klan 
with a white only membership. If he is 
really concerned about this kind of 
policy, I only wish that he and his forces 
would join us when we have to fight the 
chancellor and trustees in regards to their 
interfering with what the students want 
to do. ~

We don’t feel that beauty contests should 
be funded or supported by the ASSSC. 
However, it is a constitutional and 
statutory right of an organization to use 
campus facilities. WE feel that a ban on 
beauty contests because of supposed 
sexism is not conducive to a free society. 
We conclude that the administration does 
not have a right to take sides in political 
disputes among various campus 
organizations.

‘the retarded learns to grow’ 


Are you aware that we as a society 
have repressed and segregated the part of 
humanity which is mentally retarded? 
“The Adult Activity Center is a place 
where the retarded individual learns to 
grow toward a more meaningful existence 
in a world full of contradictions,” says 
Bill Sandberg, assistant program director 
for the Sacramento. Association for the 
Retarded. This is accomplished through 
the sophisticated arts and crafts program 
that the Center provides. Also working 
with Bill Sandburg are the other associate 
program directors, Mike Alward and 
Handjian. By experiencing many new 
situations and problems encountered 
throughout his art experiences, the 
participant becomes more aware of his 
own problems, community, parents, 
personal goals and the society as a whole 

The program itself is loosely 
structured, letting the participants follow 
their own interests at the pace they 
desire. The center offers a variety of arts 
and crafts including oil painting, 
sculpturing, sewing, pottery, 
candle-making and beadwork. In this way 
the participants can seek their strongest 
interests and capabilities. The progress a 
participant can attain can be exemplified 
through one artist named Joe who now 
gets professional help once a week on his 
oil paintings. Another example is a lady 
who made a colorful quilt and learned to 
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sew her own dresses being enrolled in a 
mental institution previously. 

The feelings that the participants have 
toward the activity center are all positive. 
One stated, “I used to be at a work shop 
but I like the activities center better 
because it’s cozier and provides more art 
materials.”" This participant also enjoys 
the company of the other participants 
and thinks of the center as another home. 

At the adult activity center, the 
volunteer is a very important part of the 
program. By working intimately with the 
participants, the volunteer gives them 
moral support and encouragement to 
succeed. The volunteers make the 
participants feel like they are doing 
something worthwhile, therefore 
becoming a part of the community. The 
volunteer also learns from the participant, 
receiving a sense of honesty and patience 
from the experience. Sandy DeRoss, a 
volunteer at the center, said her 
experience at the center has broadened 
her outlook on life, in the sense that she 
has helped these people to live more 
fully. 

The program at the Adult Activities 
Center, offers a rewarding learning 
experience for both the participant and 
the volunteer.

chimpanzee that man would do well to 
emulate, the slender, blond-haired 
ethnologist was quick to point out the 
chimps" extraordinary mother-infant 
relationship. While she has used some of 
these chimp-ike techniques in raising her 
son Hugo Eric Louis Van Lawick, (quite a 
name for a 4% year old. “We call him 
Grub,” she explains,) she does state, “I’m 
honestiy not sure that the chimps have 
made all that much difference to me. I 
have a feeling | might have brought up 
my son this way anyway. I also feel that 
most women, if they weren't influenced 
by Spock and whatever happens to be in 
vogue at the moment in the way of 
child-raising, really would treat their 
babies rather like chimp mothers do. 

“We have noticed, again and again, the 
extreme importance to the developing 
infant of being able to initiate physical 
contact with the mother as soon as it’s 
anxious or frightened. Having initiated 
that contact, then it will go tottling off 
and explore the world again.” It was this 
technique of constant physical attention, 
which Dr. Goodall used generously on 
Grub. 

At the convocation in which she was 
featured later in the day, Dr. Goodall 
showed films of the chimps on the 
Gombe Stream Reserve which has been 
the center of her life for so many years. 
She used the film of the chimps, to a'l of 
whom she has given a name, to illustrate 
her various discoveries. She showed 
chimps modifying natural objects to 
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make tools; a discovery which caused a 
new definition of man to be written up. 
It was either that or begin considering the 
chimp a primitive man. The ego obviously 
couldn't take it 

The close mother-infant bond was best 
portrayed in the film by the relationship 
of the oldest mother in the group of 
chimps studied, Flo, and her 
family -Feban, Figan, FiFi and Flint. The 
family played together traveled together, 
und would continue to do so until the 
youngsters reached maturity at 9 or 10 
years of age. Dr. Goodall mimicked the 
calls of the chimps in her presen ‘ation. 

Concerned over the possibility of 
extinction for the chimpanzee, Dr. 
Goodall finds time to worry about other 
primates as well, “It’s the gorilla which is 
really more in danger of extinction 
because it’s over specialized. It’s so heavy 
it can’t live in the trees. It seems to be 
pretty specialized for a vegetarian diet. 
The chimp is a lot more adaptable than 
the gorilla, a lot more capable of surviving 
through the dramatic environmental 
changes. He is a hunter. He uses tools. At 
the same time it’s perfectly true that 
while the chimp intelligence rated on a 
human ‘evel is much much closer to ours, 
when it comes to adaptation to the 
environment, the baboon is way ahead. 
The baboon will try new foods the chimp 
will not. One of our students made a 
rather interesting comment. We were 
discussing this strange difference. And he 
said, ‘Well, I expect in the early days, all 
the chimps who had the baboon kind of 
adaptation became men and the others 
didn’t.”

Veayrs Se Where is college radio? 


Most “underground” or “free-form/progressive” radio stations 
across the nation are undergoing changes-in the wrong direction. 

WPLJ-FM, New York, once regarded as a pioneer in commercial 
free form radio now has a color-coded format, playlists, and 
disc-jockeys have been replaced by “on-the-air-personalities.”’ 

KPPC-FM in Los Angeles has had an entire staff overhaul. 
Operating policies have been tightened allowing less d.j. freedom, 
more programming restrictions, guidelines, more playlists, and 
“approved for airplay"’ on many records. 

This actually gives the listener a type of “Underground Top 20,” 
rather than truc free-form radio. The only place where progressive 
radio seems to exist is in small market areas. One exception to this 
rule isK ZAP-FM here in Sacramento. 

Free-form radio is dying because it is a commercial failure-BUT 
WHERE IS COLLEGE RADIO? This was the first and is now on its 
way to being the last outpost of the free-form format. College radio 
is in a unique position due to little if any interference from sponsors 
or the FCC. This is the only place that one can experiment. This is 


where the trends should begin. 


How does this affect the college broadcast major? He is in a 
position which he will never be able to duplicate again, no matter 
how far he advances in the business. The reason for this is simple. 
College radio functions without some general manager, program 
director, vice-president, or accountant trying to force his ideas or 
prejudices on a knowledgeable air staff. College radio should be able 
to operate without playlists, formats, and quotas of album cuts or 


“oldies.” 


It is only here in college radio that a broadcaster can operate 
without the heavy hand of profits and market ratings stifling his 


artistic freedom. 


This is college radio’s big and final chance to succeed where “free 
form” is failing. Now is the time for it to lead the industry, to set 
the trends and to perform a real public service. There is an 
alternative to the Top-20-AM-FM commercial programming and the 


college radio stations should be providing it

Too Many Nurses 
wait a year ‘florence’

The State College System in 
California is experiencing a very 
unique problem. The Nursing 
Departments are filling up so 
rapidly that waiting lists may 
have to be drawn up a year in 
advance. Never before § at 
Sacramento State or any other 
State Colleges have so many 
people applied to the nursing 
field. People coming into nursing 
are: (1) College students with 
Bachelor Degrees who can’t find 
a job in their field, (2) College 
students who have been 
undecided about their career and 
would like to now get into 
nursing, (3) Those who suddenly 
realize what nursing is, “doing 
for people what they can’t do 
for themselfes,” (4) People who 
always wanted to be nurses, (5) 
Transfers from J.C.’s who have 
taken all the prerequisites, (6) 
L.V.N.’s who want to be 
prolessional nurses and (7) 
Medics from the army who want 
to take 15 units, become 
licensed nurses and then want a 
B.A. in nursing 

There are so many people 
entering the nursing field 
because it is one of the largest 
growing up in the US., the 
aries are quite good, itis a 


mobile profession (people who 
want to travel have no problem 
working as a nurse), it’s being 
publicized and nursing meets the 
needs of individuals and society. 
The problem now is having the 
financial means of training 
nurses. 

“There was no warning this 
problem was going to happen,” 
expressed Molly Goldberg, 
Chairman of the Nursing 
Department at SSC, “I’m faced 
with the problem of 
Solomon. can’t cut any 
students, faculty ar agencies in 
half.” The department was 
expecting a few more than they 
could handle and then there 
were many more students than 
facilities could match. The 
nursing department provides 
students with the opportunity to 
work in hospitals, clinics and old 
people homes. There can only be 
eight students to every faculty 
member, occasionally 10 but 
never more. At present there is a 
total of 12 faculty members so 
only 120 can be admitted to the 
nursing department but an 
overload of students wanting to 
get into the nursing profession 
increases the need to 17 faculty 
members if not more

Communictions 
curriculum 


Is it fair to call a free school 
movement radical? That’s what’s 
going on in the communications 
department. There is a 
movement for going back to the 
roots of learning by calling for 
replacement of the existing 
formal curriculum to one 
developed by the students and 
instructors. According to Harold 
Taylor (Students without 
Teachers), “If a person is set in 
the pattern of his own life by 
what life has done to him then it 
is necessary for each person to 
rise to a certain level of 
self-consciousness to know what 
to do with the person he is and 
the person he might become. 
There are hints in one’s own 
nature that reveal oneself to 
others and the best kind of 
teacher is one who is sensitive 
enough to be able to help the 
student to discover what they 
on.” 

The lecture system, in spite of 
everything known about 
communication, symbols, signs, 
words, images, memory, 
intuition and the way ideas and 
values are exchanged from (one 
person to another or from the 
world to the people in it), 
assumes that the best way to 
communicate ideas and facts is 
to sit people down in chairs in 
large groups and talk to them. 
Bullshit! The only reason it ever 
came into existence was because 
it was the simplest most 
unimaginative way to handle 
classes of 50 to 1050. The same 
ls true for the academic credit, 
testing and grading system 
they’re just more bullshit. There 
is no good educational reason 
for keeping track of students 
that way and there is every 
reason to show how 
intellectually and 
psychologically naive it is to 
count up an education in hours, 
courses and fragments of time 
spent on one dimensional 
learning. Credits have nothing at 
all to recommend them except 
their convenience for 
bookkeeping. 

Suppose you get an improvised 
student curriculum (like Women 
and the Mass Media) and that it 
runs out of material after a 
month. This kind of experience 
of organizing a curriculum is 


important in its own right. It 


teaches us just how hard that is. 
The problems of sustained 
sequential studies are probably 
impossible to solve by students 
themselves. But they can be 
solved wnen instructors begin to 
work with us and add the 
dimensions of their own 
knowledge, interest, and 
understanding to the projects 
the students have already begun! 

Five courses are to be taken as 
the regular number each 
semester in order to graduate in 
4 years, with 3 units of academic 
credit for each course. This 
fragments time and makes it 
impossible to do justice to any 
one subject since with 15 classes 
a week plus discussion and test 
sections, with each class taught 
in the same way by lectures and 
reading assignments there is no 
time left to think about what is 
being learned and not enough is 


taught about any one thing. 
Solution! Remove all subject 
mitter requirements for 


graduating and arrange instead 
for each student to choose his 
own teachers and courses and to 
plan a year to year curriculum of 
his own. If a student wants to 


become a doctor or dancc 

philosopher or speed freaking 
anthropologist, certain kinds of 
courses and teachers will 
naturally have to be chosen. The 
absence of requirements does 
not mean the abolishment of 
requirements. It is to simply 
clear the way for a new system 
of learning in which 
responsibility for choice and 
commitment is put where it 
belongs in the hands of the 
learner. He is then made 
accountable to himself and to 
his teachers for what he does 
with his education. As for the 
necessity of deciding on a 
“‘major’’ and fulfilling its 
requirements, this seems to be 
one of the most ridiculous parts 
of the present system since it 
forces students into choosing a 
field of study designed to 
produce candidates for grad 
school rather than to be 
educated. If the purpose of 
undergraduate education is to 
encourage exploration to help us 
put together a body of 
knowledge which is truly our 
own then there is no or little 
chance for us to do that if our 
main education assignment is to
